On  request,  President  Bogue  also  read  the  report  of  the  Ladies' 
Aid  Society.

To  the  Members  of  the  Society : 

In  compliance  with  the  Constitution  and  By-laws,  the  Board  of 
Managers  submit  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  the  report  of 
the  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1891,  it  being  the  eighth 
annual  report  of  the  Managers. 

THE  PAST  YEAR'S  WORK. 

AVith  devout  thanks  to  God  for  all  his  mercies,  the  Managers  grate- 
fully acknowledge  the  prosperity  which  has  crowned  the  work  of  the 
past  year;  for  it  has  been  the  best  year  in  our  brief  history.  Our 
ability  for  doing  good  work  has  been  greatly  augmented,  and  the  de- 
mands on  the  Hospital  have  been  much  greater  than  ever  before. 

The  reports  and  exhibits  from  the  different  departments  of  the 
Hospital  set  forth  the  work  in  detail.  From  the  report  of  the  Med- 
ical Superintendent,  members  of  the  Society  will  find  a  full  statement 
as  to  the  patients  treated,  and  the  nature  of  their  sickness;  and  the 
Managers  congratulate  the  Society  on  the  splendid  showing. 

There  have  been  1,687  patients  treated  during  this  year,  as  against 
1,351  last  year,  and  the  total  number  of  days  of  treatment  during  the 
year  was  52,138,  as  against  38,925  for  the  previous  year.

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With  the  increase  of  the  number  of  patients,  the  Managers  keep 
constantly  in  mind  the  enlargement  of  its  charity  work.  Of  the  52,- 
138  days  of  treatment  during  the  year,  the  average  number  of  charity 
patients  is  three-tenths  of  the  whole;  and  of  the  remainder,  a  large 
proportion  pay  much  less  than  the  average  cost  of  maintenance. 

ENDOWMENTS  AND  DONATIONS. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Hospital,  less  than  seven  years  ago,  we  had 
one  annual  endowed  bed;  to-day  we  have  twenty-eight  yearly,  and 
twenty-seven  permanently  endowed  beds,  making  the  total  number  of 
free  beds  fifty-five.  During  the  year  the  annual  free  beds  have  been 
increased  about  47  per  cent,  and  the  permanently  endowed  beds  about 
68  per  cent.

Our  permanent  endowment  now  amounts  to  $155,081.06,  having 
been  increased  $75,081.06  during  the  year.  Miss  Roxanna  Went- 
worth  endowed  a  room  in  memory  of  her  father,  the  late  John  Went- 
worth,  and  has  also  furnished  it  in  a  tasteful  manner.  Mrs.  Jones, 
Mrs.  Newell  and  Mrs.  Sabin  have  again  shown  their  love  for  the  Hos- 
pital by  appropriating  a  large  proportion  of  the  charity  fund,  of  the 
Daniel  A.  Jones  Estate  to  our  institution,  we  having  received  from 
the  Executors  and  Trustees  of  that  estate  the  sum  of  $65,081.06,  to 
the  credit  of  our  permanent  endowment.  The  Managers  again  return 
their  grateful  acknowledgement  to  Mrs.  Jones  and  her  daughters,  and 
hope  that  our  good  Lord  will  spare  their  lives  for  many  years,  that 
they  may  be  eye-witnesses  to  the  good  which  their  blessed  gifts  ac- 
complish. 

As  stated  in  our  last  report,  the  Managers  do  not  expect  to  receive 
the  $25,000  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital  by  the  will  of  the  late  John 
Crerar  till  the  statutory  time  expires,  within  which  the  Trustees  of 
the  estate  can  legally  pay  off  the  bequests.  This  delay  arises  from 
threatened  litigation  by  alleged  heirs,  who  make  claim  for  an  in- 
heritance. 

The  $10,000  bequeathed  to  the  Hospital  by  the  late  J.  H.  Palmer 
of  this  city,  for  the  endowment  in  perpetuity  of  a  room,  has  not  been 
received  yet,  but  the  Managers  expect  that  it  will  be  paid  during  the 
year. 
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RESOURCES  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 

The  reports  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  Treasurer  show  in  detail 
our  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  they  will  also  indicate  the  large 
amount  of  money  required  every  year  to  run  the  Hospital.  The  plan 
adopted  by  the  Managers  last  year,  to  pay  all  bills  monthly,  has  been 
strictly  adhered  to  this  year;  bat,  owing  to  our  small .  endowment, 
"how  to  do  it"  has  been  a  very  hard  undertaking,  and  to  secure  the 
money  we  have  been  obliged  to  increase  the  already  large  bills  pay- 
able. The  temporary  loan  of  $18,455.28,  stated  in  our  last  report, 
now  amounts  to  $20,613.65,  showing  an  increase  of  $2,158.37  during 
the  year. 

Add  to  this  the  March  bills  unpaid  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
and  the  amount  of  unearned  Free  Bed  money  makes  our  total  indebt- 
edness $24,673.07.  The  Managers  do  not  detail  these  unpleasant 
facts  for  the  sake  of  complaining,  but  simply  to  keep  the  Society  and 
the  Churches  fully  informed,  and  to  acquaint  them  with  the  heavy 
burden  which  the  Managers  have  to  carry. 

THE  LADIES'  AID. 

The  efforts  of  the  Managers  have  been  greatly  supplemented  by 
the  devoted  work  of  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society.  Were  it  not  for  the 
assistance  rendered  by  these  noble  Christian  women,  this  Hospital 
would  be  obliged  to  close  its  doors  within  a  month.  Their  influence 
and  work  has  contributed  very  largely  to  making  the  Hospital  what  it 
is.  Their  report  for  the  past  year  is  submitted  herewith,  and  the 
Managers  bespeak  for  it  the  thoughtful  attention  of  every  member  of 
the  Society. 

NURSING. 

We  again  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  interest  the 
nurses  of  the  Illinois  Training  School  manifest  in  the  personal  welfare 
of  patients  under  our  care,  for  we  realize  that  upon  them  individually 
rests  not  only,  to  a  great  degree,  the  burden  necessary  to  a  successful 
convalescence,  but  to  them  also  is  intrusted,  in  part,  the  keeping  of 
the  good  name  of  the  Hospital. 

CLERICAL  BOARD. 

Services  have  been  held  regularly  in  the  Chapel  every  Sabbath 
throughout  the  year,  under  the  charge  of  various  supplies  furnished 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Clerical  Board.  Weekly  visits  were  also  made 
to  those  patients  confined  to  their  beds,  by  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  Ladies'  Aid  for  that  purpose.

The  regular  International  Sabbath-School  Lesson  is  also  taught 
every  Sabbath  afternoon  by  Miss  A\  ing,  of  the  Third  Presbyterian 
Church,  who,  with  the  aid  of  her  Bible  Class,  has  really  awakened 
much  interest  in  Bible  study  among  the  patients. 

MEDICAL  STAFF. 

We  are  pained  to  announce  the  loss  of  the  services  of  two  men 
from  our  Medical  Staff,  whose  names  are  familiar  in  the  national 
councils  of  medicine. 

On  account  of  our  rigorous  climate,  Dr.  Norman  Bridge  was 
obliged  to  remove  from  Chicago,  and  in  all  probability  we  shall  never 
again  meet  him  in  the  same  capacity.  In  parting  with  Dr.  Bridge 
we  lose  a  man  whose  heart  as  well  as  head  was  anxious  and  busied 
about  the  sufferings  of  the  unfortunate  sick. 

It  is  about  a  month  since  that  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  inmates 
of  the  Hospital  and  the  city  and  country  at  large,  were  startled  to  hear 
of  the  death  of  Dr.  Charles  T.  Parkes.  Since  the  organization  the 
Hospital  Staff  has  been  composed  of  men  illustrious  in  the  profession, 
and  this  alone  was  a  sufficient  guarantee  of  intelligent  and  conscien- 
tious work  in  the  Hospital,  but  of  all  these  no  one  eclipsed  the  fame 
of  Dr.  Parkes.  His  course  of  training,  marvellous  skill  and  untiring 
energy  fitted  him  to  the  opportunity,  and  enabled  him  to  accomplish 
results  in  the  course  of  a  few  years  which  only  the  few  accomplish  in 
a  lifetime. 

His  loss  to  the  Hospital  is  keenly  felt,  but  we  take  pleasure  in 
introducing  to  you  new  men  in  whose  hands  the  interests  of  the 
patients  are  safe  and  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  will  not  suffer. 

To  the  entire  Medical  Staff  is  due  our  thanks  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  the  delicate  and  important  tasks  intrusted  to  it. 

The  Board  of  Managers  repeat  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Medical 
Superintendent,  Dr.  H.  B.  Stehman,  who  has  with  untiring  devotion 
applied  himself  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  the  Managers  wish  here 
to  express  their  high  appreciation  of  not  only  his  medical  skill  but  his 
kindliness  of  heart. 

MEDICAL  LIBRARY. 

The  Medical  Library,  through  the  kindness  of  Chas.  L.  Allen,  Esq., 
son  of  the  late  Prof.  J.  Adams  Allen,  has  been  generously  provided 
with  both  American  and  English  current  medical  journals,  and  are 
greatly  appreciated. 
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FUTURE  WORK. 

To  keep  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  in  the  forefront  of  usefulness, 
your  Managers  have  purchased  the  property  immediately  to  the  east 
of  the  Jones  Memorial.  This  purchase  gives  us  a  commodious  build- 
iDg  at  the  corner  of  Hermitage  Avenue  and  Congress  Street,  in  which 
we  have  perfected  our  plans  to  establish  a 

MATERNITY  DEPARTMENT, 

which  will  be  independent,  so  far  as  the  patients  are  concerned,  of  the 
Hospital  proper,  and  will  give  us  a  capacity  of  about  fifteen  beds. 

In  attempting  this  addition  to  our  work,  we  believe  that  we  are 
responding  to  an  urgent  and  crying  need. 

The  endowment  of  five  of  these  beds  is  already  secured,  and  it  is 
the  aim  of  the  Managers  to  establish  this  charity  on  as  broad  a  basis 
as  our  funds  will  allow. 

South  of  the  corner  house  we  have  four  flats,  which  are  to  be 
arraDged  as  a 

CONVALESCENTS'  DEPARTMENT, 

where  we  can  care  for  such  patients  as  are  convalescent,  and  also  for 
those  who,  for  professional  reasons,  it  would  be  better  to  keep  out  of 
a  large  Hospital. 

These  additions  will  enable  us  to  classify  patients  to  a  much  better 
advantage,  and  will  also  relieve  the  congestion  of  the  Hospital  which 
is  at  times  experienced  under  our  present  arrangements. 

The  Managers  again  appeal  to  the  good  people  of  this  great  city 
for  large  gifts  to  our  permanent  endowment,  so  that  God's  sick  and 
unfortunate  children  may  be  properly  cared  for.

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come,  greeting : 

Whereas,  a  Certificate  duly  signed  and  acknowledged,  having  been 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  on  the  21st  day  of  July, 
A.  D.  1883,  for  the  organization  of  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the 
City  of  Chicago,  under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  "An 
Act  Concerning  Corporations"  approved  April  18,  1872,  and  in  force 
July  1,  1872,  a  copy  of  which  Certificate  is  herewith  attached. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Henry  D.  Dement,  Secretary  of  State,  by  vir- 
tue of  the  powers  and  duties  vested  in  me  by  law,  do  hereby  certify 
that  the  said  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago  is  a 
legally  organized  corporation  under  the  laws  of  the  State. 

In  Witness  whereof,  I  hereto  set  my  hand  and  cause  to  be  affixed 
the  great  seal  of  State.  Done  at  the  City  of  Springfield,  this  twenty- 
first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-three,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  the 
one  hundred  and  eighth.

We,  the  undersigned,  being  citizens  of  the  United  States,  desiring 
to  form  a  Society,  not  for  pecuniary  profit,  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Illinois,  entitled  "  An  Act  Concerning  Corpora- 
tions" approved  April  18,  1872,  do  hereby  certify  that  the  following 
is  a  true  statement  of  the  name,  or  title,  by  which  such  society  shall 
be  known  in  law,  the  particular  business  and  object  for  which  it  is 
formed,  the  number  of  its  Managers,  and  the  names  of  the  same  se- 
lected for  the  first  year  of  its  existence,  viz. :

1.  The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  The 
Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

2.  The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and 
management  of  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  surgical  and 
medical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick  and  disabled  persons  of  every  creed, 
nationality  and  color. 

3.  The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a 
Board  of  twenty- eight  Managers. 

4.  The  number  of  the  Managers  of  this  Society  shall  be  twenty- 
eight,  after  the  first  year  of  its  existence.  The  names  of  those  selected 
as  Managers  for  the  first  year  are  as  follows:  Tuthill  King,  Daniel

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CONSTITUTION. 

AKTICLE  I. 

TITLE. 

The  name  by  which  this  Society  shall  be  known  shall  be  The  Pres- 
byterian Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago. 

AETICLE  II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  the  Society  is  the  establishment,  support  and  man- 
agement of  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  affording  medical  and 
surgical  aid  and  nursing  to  sick  and  disabled  persons,  and  to  provide 
them,  while  inmates  of  the  Hospital,  with  the  ministrations  of  the 
Gospel  agreeably  to  the  doctrine  and  forms  of  the  Presbyterian  Church. 

AKTICLE  III. 

THE    SOCIETY. 

The  Society  shall  consist  of  members  who  shall  respectively  be  ap- 
proved by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  present  at 
a  stated  meeting,  and  who  shall  have  been  previously  nominated  by  a 
standing  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Every  member  shall  pay  a  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  annu- 
ally in  advance  to  the  Treasurer.  Every  person  who  shall  pay  a  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  in  advance,  and  shall  be  approved  in  the  man- 
ner above  stated,  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Society  for  life,  without 
annual  payment. 

The  Board  of  Managers  may  also  fix  some  amount  as  an  annual 
payment,  which  shall  entitle  the  giver  to  the  use  of  a  free  bed  in  the 
Hospital,  and  constitute  him  a  member  of  the  Society,  to  be  approved 
of  as  above.  And  the  same  privileges  shall  be  accorded  on  the  same 
condition  to  any  one  who  shall  pay  the  principal  of  the  said  annual 
sum  at  one  time. 

AETICLE  IY. 

PROPERTY. 

All  property  of  the  Society,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  donor, 
shall  be  applied  to  advance  the  general  objects  of  the  Society. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  affairs  of  the  Society  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  board 
of  twenty-nine  Managers,  twenty-four  of  whom  shall  be  divided  into 
four  classes  of  six  each,  and  the  places  of  the  said  classes  shall  be 
vacant  respectively  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  April,  at  the  end  of 
one,  two,  three  and  four  years,  thereafter,  so  that  six  Managers  shall 
be  elected  by  the  said  Board  annually  by  ballot,  to  hold  their  seats  for 
four  years.  To  these  twenty-four  Managers  the  pastors  of  the  First, 
Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Presbyterian  Churches,  and  one  member 
of  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Northwest,  which 
member  will  be  chosen  by  the  Faculty  of  the  said  Seminary,  all  of  the 
City  of  Chicago,  and  their  successors  in  office  for  the  time  being, 
shall,  by  virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  added  as  members  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Sec- 
retary and  an  Assistant  Recording  Secretary,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually  by  the  said  Board  of  Managers  from  their  own  number,  and 
shall  also  be  officers  of  the  said  Board.  The  said  officers  and  the 
Managers  together  shall  form  a  Board  to  be  denominated  the  "  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  of  the  City  of  Chicago," 
not  less  that  eleven  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  officers,  making  or  changing  By-Laws,  or  for  holding 
any  special  meeting,  but  seven  shall  be  a  quorum  for  all  other  pur- 
poses and  for  stated  meetings.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  at  all 
times  be  fully  authorized  to  execute  all  powers  of  the  Society,  over  all 
the  estate  and  property  of  the  Society;  to  it  shall  be  committed  the 
care  of  the  funds  of  the  institution,  authority  to  make  By-Laws,  Rules 
and  Regulations,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same;  to  fill  vacancies  in 
their  own  body,  choose  the  officers  of  the  Society,  appoint  agents, 
assistants,  and  attendants,  and  generally  transact  the  entire  business 
of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS    OF    THE    BOARD. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  stated  monthly  meetings  on  the 
third  Monday  of  the  month,  and  may  hold  adjourned  meetings  when 
necessary.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society  may  be 
called  by  the  President,  or,  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
by  the  Vice-President,  or  on  the  requisition  of  five  members  of  the 
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Board  of  Managers;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time 
and  place  of  the  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered, 
will  be  notified  to  the  members  at  least  two  days  previous  to  the  meet- 
ing, and  no  other  subject  shall  be  discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such 
meetings,  unless  there  be  at  least  eleven  members  present,  and  then 
only  by  unanimous  consent. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

ANNUAL    MEETING. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on 
the  second  Monday  of  April.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for  this  meeting;  to 
present  to  the  members  a  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  previous 
year;  to  exhibit  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and 
property  of  the  Society,  and  also  to  give  information  of  any  nature 
relating  to  the  object  of  the  Society,  which  may  be  of  interest  or  im- 
portance. In  case  of  failure  to  hold  the  annual  meeting  on  the  day 
specified,  a  special  meeting  shall  be  called  for  that  purpose,  and  all 
officers  and  Managers  whose  term  of  service  may  have  expired  by  cause 
of  such  failure  shall  retain  their  places  until  their  successors  are 
elected. 

At  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  next  preceding  the  annual  meet- 
ing, six  members  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  from  among  the  members 
of  the  Society  to  supply  the  places  of  the  class  of  Managers  whose 
term  of  service  is  about  to  expire,  and  who  may  be  re-elected.  These 
six  members,  together  with  those  composing  the  three  other  classes 
and  the  five  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  shall  constitute  the 
Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  shall  continue  in  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected.  In  case  of  failure  to  make  such 
elections  on  the  appointed  day,  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  shall 
be  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

BOARD    OF    CLERGYMEN. 

The  Society  shall  appoint  a  Clerical  Board,  consisting  of  the  five 
clerical  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board,  to  whom  shall  be  committed 
all  matters  relating  to  the  spiritual  and  religious  ministrations  of  the 
Hospital;  no  measures  relating  to  these  matters  shall  be  adopted  with- 
out the  sanction  and  approbation  of  the  said  Board.  The  President 
of  the  Board  of  Managers,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  or  inability  to  act, 
the  Vice-President,  shall  be  notified  of  the  meetings  of  the  Clerical 
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Board,  and  when  present  shall  preside  and  vote  at  such  meetings.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  and  Chaplain,  when  requested, 
to  attend  these  meetings  of  the  Board. 

AKTICLE  IX. 

AMENDMENTS    OF    THE    CONSTITUTION. 

Amendments  of  the  Constitution  shall  be  proposed  in  writing  at  a 
regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  may  be  acted  upon  at 
the  next  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose,  and  shall  be  adopted  only  in  a  concurrence  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  Board  of  Managers. 


BY-LAWS. 

For    the    Government    and    Regulation    of    the 
Board   of  Managers. 


DUTIES     OF    THE    OFFICERS. 

I.     OF    THE    PRESIDENT. 

The  President  of  the  Society  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Managers.  Unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board,  he  shall 
appoint  all  committees  which  do  not  consist  of  more  than  three  mem- 
bers, subject  to  approval  by  the  Board.  He  shall  sign  all  orders  on 
the  Treasurer,  directed  by  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  call 
special  meetings  of  the  Board,  agreeably  to  the  Constitution,  when- 
ever, in  his  opinion,  the  business  of  the  Society  requires  it,  or  when 
requested  to  do  so  on  the  application  of  five  Managers.  But  when 
special  meetings  are  so  called,  he  shall  direct  the  Secretary  to  insert, 
in  the  notices  sent  to  the  members,  the  import  of  the  business  to  come 
before  them,  as  provided  for  in  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution,  and 
such  notices  shall  be  served  at  least  two  days  previous  to  that  appointed 
for  the  meeting. 

II.     OF    THE    VICE-PRESIDENT. 

In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President  shall 
possess  his  power  and  perform  his  duties;  and  in  the  absence  of  both 
President  and  Vice-President,  the  Managers  present  at  any  meeting 
shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  preside. 
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III.    OF    THE    TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  bonds,  titles,  deeds 
and  other  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  property  of  the  Cor- 
poration, and  of  all  moneys  belonging  thereto.  He  shall  open  an  ac- 
count with  one  of  the  banks,  in  the  City  of  Chicago,  to  be  approved 
by  the  Board,  in  the  name  of  this  Corporation,  and  shall  deposit  all 
moneys  in  such  bank  immediately  upon  his  receiving  them.  He  shall 
keep  a  proper  check  and  account  book,  showing  the  amount  of  funds 
in  his  hands,  which  shall  at  all  suitable  times  be  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  managers.  At  each  stated  meeting  he  shall  present  an  ac- 
count or  abstract  thereof,  showing  the  state  of  the  treasury.  He  shall 
pay  all  orders  which  shall  be  drawn  upon  him  in  the  manner  herein- 
after prescribed.  He  shall  execute  such  resolutions  as  shall  be  adopted 
by  the  Committee  of  Finance  relative  to  the  investment  of  funds.  He 
shall  prepare  and  lay  before  the  members  of  the  Society,  at  their  annual 
meeting,  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  preced- 
ing year  of  the  funds  of  the  Society,  and  of  the  manner  in  which  the 
same  are  invested. 

IV.  OF  THE  RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  shall  countersign  all  orders 
drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the 
Board.  He  shall  preserve  all  records  and  papers  which  do  not  belong 
to  the  office  of  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  notify  the  members  of  every 
stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  by  notice  addressed  to 
them  through  the  post-office,  at  least  two  days  before  the  meeting, 
and  shall  give  similar  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  Society  by  notice 
addressed  to  the  members  at  their  last  known  place  of  residence,  or  by 
publication  in  a  daily  city  paper  for  at  least  two  days  preceding  such 
meeting,  which  publication  shall  be  deemed  a  proper  notice.  He  shall 
also  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  Chairman  of  each  Committee  of 
the  names  of  the  members  thereof,  and  the  object  for  which  they  may 
be  appointed. 

V.     OF    THE    ASSISTANT    RECORDING    SECRETARY. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Recording  Secretary  to  assist 
the  Recording  Secretary  in  keeping  the  records  of  the  Board  meetings, 
and  in  his  absence  to  perform  his  duties,  keep  the  minutes  of  all  com- 
mittee meetings,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Managers  at  the 
regular  meetings. 
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VI.   OF  THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  charge  of  the  correspond 
ence  of  the  Board,  and  make  such  communications  in  relation  to  it  as 
may  be  directed  by  the  Managers. 

VII.     ELECTION    OF    COMMITTEES. 

The  Managers  shall  elect,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the 
month  of  April,  a  Committee  of  Finance,  to  consist  of  five  members, 
of  whom  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one;  an  Executive  Committee  of  eight 
members,  of  whom  the  President  shall  be  one,  three  of  whom  shall 
form  a  quorum;  an  Auditing  Committee  of  two  members,  and  an 
Electing  Committee  of  five  members.  These  committees  shall  hold 
office  during  the  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.  The 
Committee  of  Finance,  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  Electing 
Committee  shall  respectively  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which 
shall  be  read  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board. 

VIII.      OF    THE    FINANCE    COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  to  adopt  proper 
means  of  augmenting  the  subscriptions  and  benefactions,  to  circulate 
information  concerning  the  Hospital,  to  see  that  the  subscriptions  are 
duly  received,  and  to  direct  the  Treasurer  in  investing  the  funds.  But 
all  investments  must  have  been  previously  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  by  the  Committee,  and  approved  by  the  Board,  and  shall  be 
made  only  in  the  public  stocks  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
those  of  the  County  of  Cook,  or  of  the  City  of  Chicago,  or  of  such 
corporate  and  municipal  bonds  as  the  Finance  Committee  may  recom- 
mend ;  or  loaned  on  bond  and  mortgage  on  unincumbered  real  estate, 
in  the  County  of  Cook,  the  estimated  value  of  which  shall  be  twice  the 
amount  loaned,  and  if  improved,  the  value  of  the  lands  and  improve- 
ments thereon  shall  be  at  least  double  the  amount  loaned. 

IX.       OF    THE    EXECUTIVE    COMMITTEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  take  more 
immediate  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  hospital  during  the  intermis- 
sions of  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Managers.  They  shall  hold  their 
meetings  at  such  times,  and  generally  perform  such  duties  as  the 
Board  shall  commit  to  them.  The  Assistant  Kecording  Secretary  shall 
be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Committee,  and  keep  a  record  of  their 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  at  its  stated  meet- 
ings, and  approved  by  it.

X.      OF    THE    AUDITING    COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee  shall  be  to  examine  and 
report  to  the  Board  all  accounts  against  the  Society,  and  also  to 
examine  the  Treasurer's  account  at  the  close  of  each  year,  prior  to  the 
annual  meeting. 

XI.     OF    THE    ELECTING    COMMITTEE. 

The  office  of  the  Electing  Committee  is  to  elect  persons  to  be 
members  of  the  Society,  on  their  complying  with  the  terms  prescribed 
by  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws.  The  Committee  shall  be  subject  to 
the  following  regulations:  Four  members  shall  be  necessary  to  consti- 
tute a  quorum.  A  candidate  shall  be  elected  if  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  vote  in  his  favor.  No  election  shall  be  valid  unless 
the  candidate  shall  have  been  proposed  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  and  the  nomination  referred  by  it  to  the  said 
Committee.  Twenty-four  hours'  notice  shall  be  given  of  every  meet- 
ing of  the  Committee. 

XII.     STATED    MEETINGS    OF    THE    MANAGERS. 

The  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  on  the  third 
Monday,  at  12  M.,  of  each  month,  or  at  such  hours  as  they  shall  order. 

XIII.     APPROPRIATIONS    OF    MONEY. 

All  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  resolution  of  the 
Board,  and  entered  on  its  minutes.  Orders  for  the  amount  appropri- 
ated shall  then  be  drawn  on  the  treasurer,  signed  by  the  President,  or, 
in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice-President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secre- 
tary, or,  if  he  be  absent,  by  the  Secretary  pro  tern.;  which  orders, 
with  the  receipts  of  the  person  in  whose  favor  they  were  drawn  in- 
dorsed thereon,  shall  be  the  Treasurer's  vouchers  for  payments  made 
by  him. 

XIV.    ORDER    OF    BUSINESS. 

The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  appointed  for 
the  meeting  of  the  Board,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  shall  ap- 
pear, and  the  meeting  shall  be  opened  with  prayer. 

2.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  attending  members  noted. 

3.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meetings  shall  be  read,  cor- 
rected, if  necessary,  and  approved. 

4.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and  considered. 
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5.  Keports  of  the  Committees  sball  be  called,  and  order  be  taken 
tbereon. 

6.  Tbe  unfinished  business  of  the  former  meetings,  if  any,  shall 
be  taken  up,  after  which  any  business  may  be  proceeded  with  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Board. 

XV.     ALTERATIONS    OR    ADDITIONS. 

No  alterations  or  additions  to  these  By-Laws  shall  be  made,  but 
under  the  same  rules  as  prescribed  in  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution 
in  relation  to  amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

FREE    BEDS    AND    MEMBERS. 

A  donation  of  ten  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  a  room  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  five  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  in  perpetuity. 

A  donation  of  three  thousand  dollars  entitles  the  donor  to  nominate 
patients  to  a  free  bed  in  the  general  wards  for  life  of  donor. 

A  donation  of  three  hundred  dollars  annually  will  support  one  free 
bed  in  the  general  wards. 

A  donation  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  constitutes  the  donor  a 
life  member  of  the  institution. 

A  yearly  donation  of  ten  dollars  constitutes  an  annual  member.

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REPORT  OE  THE  SECRETARY. 


Our  report  closed  last  year  with  the  hope,  that  the  year  on  which 
we  were  then  entering  might  be  one  of  greater  usefulness  and  efficiency 
in  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society.  That  hope  has  been  amply  gratified.  In 
every  department  the  work  has  grown  at  a  pace  which  has  required 
the  best  efforts  of  willing  hearts  to  meet  its  demands.  As  heretofore, 
deep  interest  has  been  given  to  the  monthly  meetings  by  the  reports  of 
the  standing  committees  and  the  medical  superintendent.  The  often- 
told  story  of  patient  endurance  of  protracted  suffering,  of  quiet  heroism 
under  severe  operations,  and  the  brighter  side,  in  the  large  majority 
of  cases,  of  the  cheering  results  in  returning  health  and  hope,  never 
loses  its  interest.  The  children's  ward  has  been  full,  and,  at  times, 
over  full.  Any  mother,  who  knows  what  it  is  to  care  for  one  sick 
child,  may  have  some  idea  of  the  thought  and  patience  necessary  in 
this  ward,  where  there  are  sometimes  twenty  children,  some  waiting 
for  operations,  some  recovering  from  their  effects,  some  reduced  to 
great  weakness  by  long  illness,  some  suffering  from  the  results 
of  painful  accidents.  There  are  homesick  ones  to  pacify,  and  suffering 
ones  to  be  taught  the  lesson  which  all  seem  to  learn  quickly  here,  of 
patience  and  endurance.  The  chairman  of  the  visiting  committee 
says  that  it  is  a  lesson  to  see  these  little  ones  drop  into  their  natural 
places,  some  helpful  and  unselfish,  others  ready  to  monopolize  all  the 
attention;  some  so  good  and  cheerful,  allowing  the  physician's  orders 
to  be  carried  out  so  perfectly  that  the  chances  of  recovery  are  greatly 
improved,  others  coming  with  but  a  slender  ray  of  hope,  which  fades 
day  by  day. 

The  report  of  the  furnishing  committee  will  give  a  statement  of  the 
greatly  increased  work  in  that  department.  Perhaps  the  most  efficient 
aid  which  this  society  has  rendered  to  the  hospital  this  year,  has  been 
the  providing  an  ambulance,  fully  and  perfectly  equipped  for  service. 
This  was  done  wholly  by  the  efforts  of  the  ladies;  and  the  ambulance 
has  already  been  of  incalculable  service  to  the  hosptal,  which  had  pre- 
viously been  dependent  on  borrowing  from  the  County  Hospital,  or 
upon  the  hard  mercies  of  the  patrol-wagon.  The  ambulance  has  been 
in  use  since  August  last.      The  supplies  of  fruit  and  jellies,  and  other 
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delicacies  for  the  sick,  have  been  generously  provided  by  the  different 
churches. 

The  library  committee  report  121  volumes  received  this  year,  U» 
sides  many  magazines,  papers  and  pamphlets.  There  are  now  in  the 
general  library  713  volumes,  and  in  the  special  library,  Armour  ward, 
117,  making  a  total  of  830.  The  use  of  these  books  is  reported  by  the 
chairman  of  the  library  committee  to  be  very  general,  and  the  good 
done  by  them  unlimited.  It  is  an  encouraging  indication  that  the 
best  books  need  re-covering  oftenest,  and  it  is  the  ambition  of  this 
committee  to  constantly  raise  the  standard  of  literature  supplied. 
The  reports  of  the  devotional  committee  prove  that  this  branch  of  the 
work,  undertaken  so  quietly  and  modestly,  is  rising  to  its  true  place 
as  one  of  the  highest  influences  for  good  exercised  by  the  society.  The 
faithful  visitations  of  these  devoted  women  are  greatly  blessed  to  the 
patients;  many  of  them  learning  on  their  beds  of  suffering  the  way  of 
life,  and  many  who  have  long  been  faithfal  servants  of  Christ  finding 
great  comfort  in  the  Christian  sympathy  of  those  who  come  to  cheer 
their  long  hours  of  pain. 

Eighteen  of  the  forty-five  free  beds  now  in  the  hospital  are  sup- 
ported by  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society.  The  annual  Thanksgiving  dinner 
was  provided,  as  usual,  by  Mr.  S.  W.  Rawson,  and  enjoyed  by  all.  And 
at  Christmas  time,  the  kindly  thought  and  ingenuity  of  those  in  charge, 
assisted  by  friends,  provided  not  only  a  Christmas  tree,  with  gifts  for 
all,  including  the  nurses,  but  also  an  unexpected  sensation  for  the 
children.  While  all  were  seated  in  the  chapel,  the  beating  of  small 
hoofs  was  heard  approaching,  and,  when  the  wide  doors  were  thrown 
open,  in  drove  St.  Nicholas,  drawn  by  a  pair  of  small  ponies,  making 
the  circuit  of  the  room,  and  exciting  shouts  of  delight,  as  he  showered 
his  gifts  in  all  directions.  Something  more  than  medicine  is  needed 
in  the  care  of  the  sick,  and  this  need  has  been  recognized  by  the  Aid 
Society,  some  of  whose  members  have  provided  concerts  once  a 
month,  on  which  occasions,  artists  of  acknowledged  ability  have  cheer- 
fully given  their  services  for  an  evening,  and  the  programs  of  vocal 
and  instrumental  music  rendered  have  been  excellent,  and  a  great 
source  of  enjoyment. 

For  the  iirst  time,  this  society  has  been  called  during  the  past 
year  to  mourn  the  loss  of  two  of  its  members,  who  have  been 
connected  with  the  hospital  from  the  beginning,  and  actively  engaged 
in  all  efforts  to  promote  its  prosperity  and  usefulness.  In  September, 
Mrs.  Whitehead,  one  of  our  vice-presidents,  was  suddenly  called  away 
from  all  earthly  labors.  Her  generous  and  always  ready  sympathy 
and  share  in  all  good  works  had  greatly  endeared  her  to  us  all.    Surely 
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we  may  Lope  that  a  spirit  so  loving  and  helpful  is,  somewhere  beyond 
our  sight,  obeying  the  law  of  its  nature,  and,  with  greater  powers  of 
love  and  wisdom,  is  still  a  ministering  spirit.  In  November,  also  sud- 
denly, we  were  pained  to  hear  of  the  death  of  Mrs.  Quinlan,  another 
who  was  alwa}Ts  active  and  eager  in  the  work,  encouraging  and  stimu- 
lating others  by  her  own  enthusiasm  and  energy.  And  •  now,  in  these 
last  days,  we  learn  with  sorrow  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Parkes,  whose 
skillful  services  can  ill  be  spared  by  the  hospital. 

In  the  sadness  of  these  losses,  we  need  the  encouragement  and  in- 
spiration of  brighter  hopes  for  the  future,  and  these  are  not  wanting, 
though  many  of  them  are  as  yet  but  visions — sunny  visions,  of  a 
bed  for  poor  children,  endowed  in  perpetuity,  for  which  earnest  hearts 
and  loving  hands  are  quietly  working,  visions  of  a  possible  home  for 
convalescents,  where  those  who  have  been  discharged  as  cured,  but  are 
without  homes,  and  for  the  time  without  strength  to  labor,  may,  in 
cheerful  rooms,  and  with  wholesome  food  and  pure  air,  grow  strong 
and  well  and  glad  to  work;  visions  also  of  a  home  for  those  past  all 
hope  of  recovery,  where  with  gentle  tendance  their  last  hours  may 
pass  peacefully  away. 

Many  visions  have,  within  the  seven  years  of  the  existence  of  this 
hospital,  taken  visible  and  substantial  form  before  our  eyes,  and  so  we 
wait  in  faith,  not  doubting  that  in  God's  good  time,  all   these  visions, 
and  other  and  brighter  ones,  may  become  realities.

REPORT  OE  FURNISHING    COMMITTEE, 


To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers: 

One  more  year  has  passed  and  your  Furnishing  Committee  is  very 
grateful  for  the  co-operation  it  has  met  with  from  the  churches.  All 
seem  to  be  so  willing  to  do  their  share  in  providing  for  the  sick  and 
suffering.  Not  a  week  passes  but  we  receive  donations  from  the  out- 
side world  of  clothing,  bedding,  towels,  napkins,  and  a  host  of  other 
things  too  numerous  to  mention  in  detail,  the  little  ones  in  the  chil- 
dren's  ward  being  bountifully  remembered.  What  would  the  "  Ladies 
Aid  "  do  without  these  gifts?     Hundreds  of  dollars  come  to  us  in  the 


year  from  this  source.  The  good  women  of  our  churches  this  past 
year  have  made  800  sheets,  nearly  800  pillow  slips,  hemmed  600  towels. 
and  432  napkins.  Very  few  know  that  there  are  000  napkins,  and  at 
the  least  calculation  600  sheets  and  GOO  pillow  slips  in  use  every  day. 
As  for  night-gowns  few  have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  and  now 
200  are  needed  by  the  patients.  Many  come  to  the  hospital  without 
a  change  of  under  garment.  Miss  Kiedle  has  tried  to  do  a  great  part 
of  this  work.  During  the  past  year  the  following  is  a  part  of  the 
work  done  and  nearly  finished  at  the  hospital:  100  pairs  of  blankets  cut 
and  bound,  100  spreads,  36  sheets,  120  pillowslips  and  390  towels  were 
hemmed.  Also  doctors'  aprons  and  window  curtains  made.  The  rooms 
look  very  cheerful  and  homelike  with  the  new  rugs.  It  is  a  great 
satisfaction  to  the  Board  to  see  everything  kept  in  such  excellent  order 
by  the  matron.  It  gives  all  fresh  courage  to  work  for  the  cause, 
when  we  find  so  much  care  taken  of  what  is  supplied.

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Constitution. 

ARTICLE   I. 

The  Society  shall  be  called  "  The  Ladies'  Aid  of  the  Presbyterian 
Hospital  of  Chicago."  Its  object  shall  be  to  aid  the  Corporate  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Hospital  by  providing  bedding,  kitchen  and  table- 
ware, reading  matter,  delicacies  and  comforts  for  the  sick,  subject  to 
the  general  direction  of  the  Hospital  Managers  and  Medical  Board; 
also  to  invite  the  co-operation  and  secure  the  help  of  the  Presbyterian 
Churches  of  the  city  and  vicinity  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Any  person  contributing  one  dollar  per  year  shall  be  a  member  of 
this  Association.  The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  four  or  more 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer.  These  shall  be  elected 
at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  one  year,  or 
until  their  successors  shall  be  appointed.  The  Auditors  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  shall  be  the  Auditors  of  this  Association. 

ARTICLE    III. 

At  each  annual  meeting  the  Association  shall  appoint  a  Board  of 
Managers,  consisting  of  seventy-live  members  (more  or  less),  to  whom 
shall  be  entrusted  the  business  of  the  Association.  Also  at  each 
meeting  the  Association  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee,  to  con- 
sist of  twenty  members  (more  or  less),  said  committee  to  have  power 
to  fill  vacancies  in  its  membership;  and  the  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary  and  Treasurer,  and  the  Chairman  of  Standing  committees 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee.  This  com- 
mittee shall  be  divided  by  lot  into  three  classes,  holding  respectively, 
one,  two  and  three  years,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  thereafter,  one- 
third  of  the  committee  shall  be  chosen  to  continue  in  office  for  three 
years,  and  no  member  shall  be  eligible  to  reappointment  until  at  least 
one  year  from  the  expiration  of  her  term  of  office. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, as  the  needs  of  the  work  may  require. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  recommend  to  each  annual  meeting 
the  names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  Managers  for  the  ensuing 
year.  It  shall  also,  three  months  in  advance  of  the  annual  meeting, 
appoint  a  committee  of  five,  who  shall  recommend  to  the  annual  meet- 
ing the  names  of  persons  to  be  voted  for  as  officers  and  as  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  annual  meeting,  notice  of 
such  amendment  having  been  given  at  the  previous  monthly  meeting 
of  Managers. 


BY-LAWS. 


I. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  the  first  Monday 
in  April  at  11  A.  M. ,  at  which  meeting  the  President  of  the  Hospital 
Board  of  Managers  shall  preside. 

II. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month,  at   11  A.  M. 

III. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  the  first  Monday  of  each 
month,  at  10:30  A.  M. 

IV. 

There  shall  be  four  standing  Committees — i.  e.,  Furnishing  Com- 
mittee, Visiting  Committee,  Library  Committee,  Committee  on  Delica- 
cies. 


The  Furnishing  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  con- 
nected with  the  supply  of  bedding,  clothing,  lint,  bandages,  etc.,  as 
provided  in  the  first  article  of  the  Constitution.      It  shall  divide  its 
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work  among  the  sub-committees  at  its  own  discretion,  enlarging  the 
committee  as  circumstances  may  require.  This  committee  shall  ac- 
knowledge to  the  donors  all  contributions  received  by  them  or  sent 
directly  to  the  Hospital. 

VI. 

The  Committee  on  Delicacies  shall  have  charge  of  articles  of  extra 
diet,  subject  to  the  Board  of  Managers  and  the  Medical  Board. 

VII. 

The  Library  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  matters  connected 
with  the  supply  of  books,  magazines  and  papers  to  the  Hospital,  ad- 
vising with  the  Clerical  Committee.  It  shall  acknowledge  all  dona- 
tions of  books,  magazines  and  papers. 

VIII. 

The  Visiting  Committee  shall  visit  the  Hospital  and  report  its  work 
and  needs  to  the  Managers  at  each  monthly  meeting. 

IX. 

The  Treasurer  shall  disburse  all  money  coming  into  her  handsy 
subject  to  the  action  of  the  Board. 

X. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to 
attend  the  monthly  meetings,  and  an  absence  of  three  months  without 
written  communication  shall  be  deemed  a  resignation  of  the  office. 

XL 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  the  stated  meeting,  a  majority 
of  the  members  being  present.
